May 7.—The 
discus- 


sion of the Philippine bill in the sen- 
ate today took a 
sensational 
turn 


again. Mr. lUcComas of Maryland, re- 
ferring to the alleged cruelty qf the 
American soldiers in the Philippines, 
told of some of the cruelties practised 
on both sides in the Civil war. He said 
that neither side should be held 
re- 


sponsible, as neither approved of the> 
acts. In this connection, he suggested 
that the senators tro.m South Caro- 
lina and Mississippi, "where there is 
less popular liberty than in the other 
states," are loudest in their demands 
for constitutional liberty in the Philip- 
pines. These utterances drew forth a 
sensational rejoinder from 
Senator 


Tillman of South Carolina. Ho said 
that tin; tfovernmont could no longer 
clear away the responsibility of the 
infamies in the Philippines. He frank- 
ly described how the negroes are ele- 
i'ealecl at the polls 
in 
the 
South. 


"When we put a nigger's lace in the 
sand." he said, "we 
put his 
body 


there, too." 
He 
declarad 
that 
the 


South would never submit to negro 
domination and lie hoped that the re- 
publican senators 'would turn 
from 


their "game of deviltry" in the Philip- 
pines and assist the South in ridding 
itself of the negro. Mr. Burton ol Kan- 
sas vigorously arraigned Mr. Tillman 
for his utterances and got into a heat- 
ed colloquy with Mr. Rawlius ot" Utah.

One of General Grant's marked char- 


acteristics was hi.s love of a horse. Mr. 
(George P. 1-Toyd, who was familiar 
with this side of tho general's charac- 
ter, has written au article ou tho sub- 
ject in The American Cultivator..

The lute Colonel 
LVyton, who has written a book of rem- 
iniscences, tells in that volume the 
jtory of his first meeting with Grant. 


It was in lSi!8, when Peyton as a 


boy was working in u store at Flat 
Rock, Ky., aud Ulysses Grant, then 10 
years old, lived ut Georgetown, O., uot 
niuiiy miles distant. 


Ulysses, who, according to Peyton, 


was theu "awkward, ungainly, deter- 
mined, industrious and very poorly dress- 
ed," drove over to Flat Kook on an er- 
ri.ud. He had to stay all night and slept 
an the store with young Peyton. It was 
very ccld, and tho boys "kept close to 
this lee of the counter." In tho moiuiug 
Grant asked Peyton if he could help 
him. Peyton said, "Yes," aud Graut 
helped sweep out the store, take down 
the shutters and put the stock in place. 


Alter breakfast young Grant drove 


off, but his horse was u vicious one. and 
he had not gone fur before it ran away 
and brought up in a fence corner. For- 
tunately no damage was douo. Grant 
jumped out, seized tho trembling horse 
by the bit aud tied his bandkerchiei over 
its eye?. Then he drovothe horse blind- 
folded all the way to Gorgetown. 


But at 10 Graut was an old horseman. 


He began bbi driving at 7, when, Mr.

To say that the crocodile has seen 


his best days Is but feebly to express 
the rapidity with which he Is lapsing 
into the class oC extinct animals. As a 
feature of modern Egypt he is perhaps 
rather a curiosity than a plague, and 
the traveler has to get far beyoud the 
regions of tho delta before he can be- 
gin to hope for the chance of being in- 
troduced to one. Crocodile stories are 
no longer told. In fact, it is safer to 
trust to the sea serpent. Nothing can 
make the crocodile attractive, aud even 
the man with the camera is shy of 
treating him as a subject—whether fo$ 
personal or artistic reasons is uot quite 
clear. Possibly the crocodile resents 
being focused, as he formerly shrank 
from confrontation with a mirror, au 
ordeal which often led to his dying of 
chagrin, as was supposed, at the sight 
of his own ugliness. 
Moreover, the 


experienced photographer is wise iu 
"taking no risks," remembering that 
the crocodile's tears are ouly a natural 
solvent which the saurian applies to 
the tougher form of animal food. 


Anil this is where the legend of the 


toothpick properly conies in. Herodo- 
tus noticed the fact, but seems to have 
been misled as to the motive. He dis- 
covered that tbe crocodile made friends 
with a particular bird, which he al- 
lowed to enter bis mouth in order, as 
the writer supposed, to rid the reptile 
of the loechi's which infested his jaws. 
Pliny says nothing of these pests, but 
considers the 
complaisance of 
the 


crocodile to be due to the satisfaction 
he felt in having his teeth picked by 
the bird, "lie takcth so great de-light 
in this her scraping aud scouring of 
his teeth aud jaws." 
l.oth authors 


speak of the bird as a wren; later nat- 
uralists described it"as being as large 
as a thrush, while it has been reserved 
for the present generation of travelers 
to identify this useful friend oC the 
crocodile us the spur winged plover. 
Of the fact of the alliance there is uot 
the least doubt. 
Tho operation has 


been frequently witnessed by numer- 
ous independent observers, one of ihe 
latest of whom considers that the bird 
does actually perform the functions of 
a toothpick, "a process which the croc- 
odile enjoys." 
With such corrobora- 


tiou the narration of Herodotus, sub- 
ject to qi!".li(ic'itlon. as it must be, is at 
ieusL 10 be laueii beuou&iy liud no 1011- 
ger iTirarded as the visionary Idea of a 
mere fabulist. 


Iu the Egyptian hieroglyphics the 


crocodile is represented by a siugle 
wavy line, so perfectly suggestive oC 
the contour of tbe animal that it is 
quite impossible to escape from its 
meaning. It might stand as an excel- 
lent contemporary illustration of the 
text of Herodotus, neither author nor 
artist overstepping the modesty of mi- 
tni-e.

The leather man was" busy hoisting 


bundles of leather up from the cellar 
by meant) of a pulley rope, weighing it 
and loa.ding it oil the cart which stood 
at the door ready to carry the load to 
the shoe manufacturers, 
lie looked 


up, however, at a question and paused 
to wipe the perspiration from his brow. 


"Tell you about leather? Well, that's 


ft long story. 
You see, there are 50 


different kinds of leather if there is 
one, and the processes through which 
tlie hides go between the time they 
leave the stockyards aud the time 
when the shoe man gets them arc,, 
many and varied. 
There arc sttvr 


hides, calf skins, goat skins and oth- 
ers, which are prepared each in one 
certain way. 


"The green skins come from tho 


great stockyards in Chicago and Kan- 
sas City 10 the tannery, which is gen- 
erally built on the bank of a pure 
stream aniT near woodland. At the 
tannery the hides are at once placed in 
great vats tilled with fresh, cold water 
and left there to soak for two or three 
days. The water tends to soften them. 
Then the skins are put in a long trough 
and run. through a sort of slide, while 
heavy hammers pound them to a great- 
er softness and pliability. Water is 
played on them in a steady stream. 


"When the work in the trough is fin- 


ished, the hides are placed back in the 
vats, and they soak there a little more 
—for a day or so. The next move Is to 
keep them four or live days in the 
sweat pits. The sweat pits are dug out 
in the sides of the hills and the skins 
are hung up in rooms inside. 
It is 


dangerous for a man to stay iu one of 
these pits, owing to the fumes of am- 
monia which issue from the hides 
after they have been contined for a lit- 
tle while. They are powerful enough 
at times to overcome a person. 
But 


the workmen know what they are 
about and do not imperil their lives by 
remaining 'oo long in the place. 


"After the turn in the sweat pits the 


hides are ready for scraping. It takes 
a trained tanner to know just how 
long to keep them in the sweat pits. 
When the thing is done right, tho hides 
should be just about at the point of 
decomposition betore they arc taken 
out. 
Then bare armed men stand 


ready with long, sharp knives, which 
they work over the skins with both 
hands, removing all the hair and the 
small particles of flesh so that there is

Along with the good times, along 


with expansion -in 
our 
industries, 


alcng with solid development in every 
Tine of business, must we take an in- 
definite expansion of the 
cheapest, 


newest and most doubtful elements of 
our population? That seems .to be the 
thine that we are doing. Immigration 
is approaching 
its high-water mark 


again. The landing of 12,140 immi- 
grants at Ellis island 
during tv.-o re- 


cent days is the climax to the rush of 
arrivals from European ports, which 
in the four months ending April 30 
reached the total of 178,604. There are 
hundreds of thousands more coming. 


We do not believe that the United 


States is crowded. We have room for 
the newcomers who have the potential 
eiualities of good citizenship. But no 
more time should be lost in imposing 
more severe restrictions upon the ad- 
mission of the illiterate, the undesir- 
able, the degenerate. 


Knowledge ol the English language 


should not be made an cs.sen.tial in 
a newcomer, nor should any prohibi- 
tive property qualification be imposed. 
But proof of a rudimentary education 
in the immigrant's native language 
should be demanded, to a much great- 
er extent than at present. The nation 
has already a heavy burden of iiit- 
cracy. 


This is first of all a national prob- 


lem, which we have to confront as 
well wishers of our native land. After 
that, its local gravity forces itself on 
our thought. Of the 57,173 immigrants 
wtio landed at this port in March, the 
destination of 19,701 was given as New 
Yoik State. Of the remainder. 18,075 
more distributed themselves through 
New Jersey. Pennsylvania and Con- 
necticut, where they are for the most 
part always in readiness to flow back 
into the metropolis. Of these 57,175 
people, the vast majority—to wit. 48.- 
3U'J—were either Italians, Russians, 
Roumanians, Greeks, Slovaks, or eth- 
ers of the most ignorant and least 
readily assimilated races. The pro- 
portion of the total immigrants of the 
undesirable classes that remain in 
this e-ity is greater than their' propor- 
tion to the entire immigration. They 
remain here to intensify hurtiul local 
conditions.

Treasury Bureau of Statistics, cer- 
tifies to us. that the short age in our 
export for the nine months ended with 
March, compared with the same period 
of the previous fiscal year, is $58,681, 
957. 
But we need not borrow trouble 


on that score. Two facts more than 
account for the entire short age. First, 
the almost entire destruction of the 
corn crop by drouth, by reason of 
which our export of corn fell from 146 
millions bushels to 24 million bushels. 
Second, the drop in the price of cot- 
ton, accounts for 12 million dollars, 
though the volume of cotton expor- 
ted, 
was 344 million pounds greater. 


Notwithstanding these two draw* 


backs, our grand total of domestic 
exports, still exceeds that of any other 
country. The United Kingdom comes 
a good second, but we lead, the figures 
for the nine months being $1.002,432, 
148, against $J,oifi.466,437. Germany, 
France. Netherlands and British In- 
dia, follow in the order named.

tries is unique,-in that, (under repub- 
lican policies) we always have a large 
excess of exports over Imports.

For Instance, 
British India and Ktmla, each have 
a monthly average of 9 millions on 
the right side of the ledger. The total 
of exports over Imports, for tho 11 out- 
side countries Is 38 million dollars 
monthly average to the good, while 
tho'United States alone, baa nearly 
43 millions to the good each month.
